Large Crowd of Townspeople and 
P rom inent Oh io Politicans 
Present for Speaking

Th e state of Oh io today em brac­ 
ed in death its favorite son for 
th e 19 28 R epublican presidential 
nom ination—S enator F rank 
B. 
Willis. 
WTillis died last n igh t as 
a 
great crowd gath ered in a h om e­ 
com ing a t h is h om e city to lis­ 
ten to h is address, aim ed 
to­ 
w ards h is own presidential can ­ 
didacy . 
“I feel ill,” Willis said as th e 
Colum bus Republican glee 
club 
sang “At th e End of a 
Perfect 
D ay .” 
A few m inutes later h e 
was 
dead. 
T h ere was a great dem onstra­ 
tion for Willis during tjie even­ 
ing. Th e K iw anis club banq ueted 
h im . 
L ater h e stood a t a reviewing 
sta n d—silh ouetted against a sky 
reddened by torch es and w atch ­ 
ed h is townspeople parade in h is 
h onor. For m ore th a n 30 m inutes 
h e w atch ed th e parade and once 
or tw ice com plained, in an un ­ 
dertone, th a t h e h ad 
inh aled 
some of th e smoke from th e red 
flares. 
T h en h e w ent to th e 
G ray 
C h apel of Oh io W esley an U ni­ 
versity w h ich was filling rapidly 
w ith adm irers. He was led to th e 
place of h onor on th e platform 
e n d th e leading citizens of D ela­ 
w are joined h im th ere. 
M any 
well know n 
Oh io 
republicans 
also were on th e speaker’s p ro­ 
gram . 
A glee club furnish ed th e m us­ 
ical p a rt of th e program . It was 
a varied program and th e sing­ 
ers w ere iust in th e m idst of C ar- 
*rie Jacobs B ond’s melody w h en 
W illis com plained of feeling ill. 
Mrs. W illis was a t h is side. Sh e 
did not realize th e seriousness of 
h e r h ub san d’s illness and did 
not accom pany h im out of 
th e 
h all, rem aining beh ind to h ear 
th e glee club finish “A F p f^ tet 
D ay ” and begin 
“How Can 
I 
Leave T h ee?” 
O utside th e 
ch apel 
Willis 
fainted. He was 
carried 
into 
th e p residen t’s office and 
Dr. 
Jam es D orrance was called from 
th e audience. Th e doctor arrived 
just as th e senator died. D eath 
w as attrib uted to cerebral h em - 
m orh age.

A definite date for th e opening 
of th e organ will be announced 
later. W ork will be started nex t 
week on construction of th e or­ 
gan ch am ber preparatory to in ­ 
installation. 
Rush ville will be th e sm allest 
city in Indiana to boast cf 
a 
th e atre pipe organ, an d 
Mr. 
H arrold in selecting an organ for 
th e Princess, decided on 
th e 
M igh ty W urlitzer, because 
th is 
organ is m ore widely used 
in- 
ph otoplay h ouses th a n any oth ­ 
er m ake of pipe organ. 
Th e superiority of th e M igh ty 
W urlitzer is generally recognized, 
according to Mr. H arrold.

Th e new ex ecutives 
will 
come into office Oct. 
12, 
suc­ 
ceeding President M arcelo T. de 
Alvear and V ice-President Elpi- 
doi Gonzales. 
Th e presidential figh t 
is be­ 
tw een Leopoldo Melo 
and 
ex ­ 
president Hipó lito Irogoy en. To 
such an ex tent is th e personal­ 
ity of Irogoy en stam ped on h is 
following th a t th ey 
are known 
as th e R adicales 
Personalistas, 
wh ile Melo’s p artisan s are An- 
ti-Personalistas. T h at 
is, th ey 
are anti-Irogoy en. Th e two c an ­ 
didates h ead opposite wings of 
th e so-called radical party . 
Com m unist and Socialist c an ­ 
didates also are 
run n in g 
but 
th e ir stren g th is sm all. Of 
th e 
2,872,000 voters on th e rolls th e 
Com m unists registered only 5,- 
000 and th e Socialists are strong 
only in th e City of Buenos Aires. 
Voting is ex pected to be h eavy 
in 
view 
of th e great 
in terest 
m anifested 
in recent elections 
for provincial governors 
w h en 
about 80 per cent am ong th ose 
eligible voted. 
Voting is for n ation al electors, 
eq ual in num ber 
to twice 
th e 
total num ber of D eputies 
and 
S enators in Congress. Th ese 37(i 
electors m eet by June 12 to el­ 
ect th e President and 
Vice- 
President. 
Sh ould any candidate fail to 
obtain 189 electoral votes, 
th e 
num ber necessary for an abso­ 
lute m ajority , Congress proceeds 
to ch oose one of th e two can di­ 
dates wh o 
h ave 
obtained th e 
largest num ber of votes. 
W omen will not p articip ate in 
tom orrow ’s balloting. 
Th ey are 
allowed to vote in th e Province 
of San Juan , b ut only in local 
elections.

ing th e ir m ush room h ooks, 
or 
w h atever it is th ey use to pluck 
th e delicacy . Yes, fungus is th e 
nam e—not vegetable or fruit— 
but delicacy sounds m uch better. 
“I can h ardly w ait for a mess 
of tender, delicious m ush room s,” 
said a local m an today , a veter­ 
an m ush room h un ter, as h e a n ti­ 
cipated th e com ing “open” sea­ 
son. He w arned, h owever, 
th a t 
th ose wh o do not know th e rig h t 
kind of m ush room s sh ould 
be 
m ost careful not to 
get 
th e 
w rong kind. 
It seem s th a t some kinds 
are 
edible, but oth ers h ave a distinct 
sickening effect—poisoning 
or 
som eth ing like 
th a t. 
Several 
“m ush room ers” said th a t 
th ey 
trust th em selves to pick but one 
kind of m ush room , and th a t 
is 


ice-cream cone upside down. 
“No sir, I w ouldn’t eat 
any 
oth er kind, said a m an, wh o said 
h e and some oth ers were p lan ­ 
ning a m ush room h un tin g p arty 
as soon as th e season arrives. It 
was pointed out th a t th e place to 
find th em is in th e woods—sort 
of ex clusive places, as it were. 
A noth er local m an recalled to­ 
day th a t h e w ent on a m ush room 
h un tin g p arty a y ear ago, 
and 
during a wh ole afternoon

LAYING HENS NEED 
SUNSHINE 
Th e value of sunsh ine 
growing ch icks is recognized 
most poultry men. Ch icks wh ich 
are kept inside until th ey are 
more th an th ree or four weeksj 
old may lost control of th eir legs 
and be unable to walk. Th is trou 
ble is known as rickets. It is 
caused by a lack of vitmain D, 
wh ich is necessary for proper 
bone formation. Vitamin D can 
be supplied by getting th e ch icks 
outside in th e direct sunsh ine, or 
wh ere th is is impossible by feed­ 
ing cod liver oil. 
Rickets may also occur in m a­ 
ture birds. Th e trouble freq uently 
appears in lay ing 
h ens wh ich , 
are kept inside during th e win­ 
ter. Th e sy mptoms are not so 
pronounced in older birds as in 
ch icks and usually do 
not be­ 
come noticeable until after th e 
birds h ave been h oused for two 
or th ree month s. Th e time at 
wh ich th e first sy mptons appear 
may depend somewh at on th e 
amount of vitamin D stored in 
th e bird’s bodies wh en th ey are 
h oused and also on th e number 
of eggs laid. 
One indication of rickets in, 
lay ing h ens is “egg paraly sis.” 
Th e birds affected lose control 
of th eir legs temporarily and 
may lie on th eir sides for several 
h ours. Th ey regain 
th e use of 
th eir legs after lay ing 
an egg. 
Th in-sh elled or sh ell-less eggs 
may also result from a deficiency 
in th e supply of vitamin D. Al­ 
th ough th e supply of sh ell form­ 
ing material is ample th e h en 
also needs vitamin D in order to 
utilize th e lime for egg sh ells. 
Sunsh ine will prevent “egg pa- 
laly sis” and also enable th e h ens 
to lay eggs with 
good strong 
sh ells. 
Th e breeders must also 
h ave 
vitamin D in order to produce 
eggs wh ich will h atch faell. Two 
y ears of ex periments at Purdue 
University sh owed th at wh en 
pullets were given access to th e 
outside during th e afternoons of 
th e fall and wintert h e h atch - 
ability of th eir eggs was not in­ 
creased by th e addition of cod fi­ 
ver oil to th e ration. Sunsh ine« 
seems to provide ample vitamin* 
D during th e fall 
and winter 
month s. 
Vitamin D is essential for lay ­ 
ing h ens in 
order to prevent 
‘ egg paraly sis” 
and 
to enable 
th e h ens to lay eggs with good 
sh ell tex ture and good h atch abil- 
ity . Th e ch eapest means 
by 
wh ich to supply vitamin D is to 
get th e h ens outside in th e direct 
sunsh ine.

In commenting on a resolu tion adop ted 
by 
th e Porto Rican legislatu re and a cable sent by 
officers of th at body to th e effect th at Porto Rico 
be made a “freestate,” and not a mere “su bjected 
colony ,” President 
Coolidge 
p ointed ou t some 
facts th a t ou gh t not be lost sigh t of by inh abi­ 
tants f th e isiand and by th e American p eop le 
th emselv es. In p art, th e President said: 


“We fou nd th e p eop le of Porto Rico p oor and 
distressed with ou t-h op e for th e fu tu re, ignorant, 
p ov erty stricken and diseased, not knowing w h at 
constitu ted a free and democratic gov ernment 
and w ith ou t th e ex p erience of h av ing p artici­ 
p ated in any gov ernment. 
We h av e p rogressed 
in th e relief of p ov erty and distress, in th e eradi­ 
cation of disease and h av e attem p ted, with some 
su ccess, to incu lcate in th e inh abitants, th e basic 
ideas of a free democratic gov ernment. We nav e 
now in Porto Rico a gov ernment in wh ich th e 
p articip ation by 
Americans from th e 
United 
¡States is indeed small. 


“We h av e giv en to th e Porto Ricans p ractic­ 
ally ev ery righ t and p riv ilege wh ich we p erm itted 
ou rselv es to ex ercise. 
We h av e now p rogressed 
to th e p oint wh ere discou ragement is rep laced 
by h op e, and wh ile only th irty y ears ago one was 
indeed an op timist to see any th ing p romising in 
Porto Rico, today one is indeed a p essimist wh o 
can see any reasonable h u m an ambition bey ond 
th e h orizon of th e p eop le. 
“Th e p eop le of Porto Rico are citizens of th e 
United States with all th e righ ts and p riv ileges 
of oth er citizens of th e United States.” 


Th e President added th at th e Porto Rican 
gov ernment ex ercises a greater degree of sov ­ 
ereignty ov er its oy v n internal affairs th an does 
th e gov ernment of any oth er state or territory 
and 11 th ere is a grav e economical situ ation th ere 
at th is tim e th is m u st be th e resu lt of th e ex er­ 
cise by th e p eop le of Porto Rico of an au th ority 
granted by th e p resent v ery liberal organic law. 


Th e words of th e President were timely and 
to th e p oint. 
Porto Rico is not a downtrodden 
colony bu t an ap p arently p rosp erou s and cer­ 
tainly a self-gov erning commonwealth . If th ere 
is any sort of iinanciai crisis th ere at th is time, it 
is noc becau se th e nativ es th emselv es h av e been 
th e v ictims of misgov ernment on th e p art of tiie 
United States, bu t for th e reason th at th ey h ay e 
m anaged th eir affairs u nwisely .

Jam es T. Creek more, w hen 
I 
first k new him , was 
an elderly 
m an, probably som ewhere from 
to six ty to sev enty y ears of age. 
He wore 
a beard 
and m u s­ 
tache, and walk ed w ith a slight 
stoop, and carried a cane. 
He liv ed in O range, w here he 
owned a m odest little home, and 
had an inv alid wife, to whom he 
was v ery dev oted.

ev ery day , 
a distance of three 
miles each way . 
The teacher and pu pils walk ed 
in those day s, and another idea

The value of sunshine 
for 


growing chicks Is recognised by 
most poultrymen. Chicks which 
are kept inside until they are 
more than three or four week* 
old may lost control of their legs 
and be unable to walk. This troii 
ble is known as rickets. It is 
caused by a lack of, vitmain D, 
which is necessary for proper 
bone formation. Vitamin D can 
be supplied by getting fee chicks 
outside hi fee direct sunshine, or 
where this is impossible by feed- 
ing cod liver oil. 


Rickets may also occur in ma- 


ture birds. The trouble frequently 
appears in laying hens which 
are kept inside during fee win- 
ter. The symptoms are not so 
pronounced in older birds as in 
chicks and usually do not be- 
come noticeable until after fee 
birds have been housed for two 
or three months. The time at 
which fee first symptons appear 
may depend somewhat on fee 
amount of vitamin D stored' in 
fee bird's bodies when they are 
housed and also on the number 
of eggs laid. 


One indication of rickets in, 


laying hens is "off paralysis.'' 
The birds affected lose control 
of their legs temporarily and 
may lie on their sides for several, 
hours. They regain fee use of 
their legs after laying an egg. 
Thin-shelled or shell-less eggs 
may also result from a deficiency 
in fee supply of vitamin D. Al- 
though fee supply of shell form- 
hie material is ample fee hen 
also need* vitamin D in order to 
utilise fee lime for egg shells. 
Sunshine will prevent -egg pa- 
ralysis" and also enable fee hens 
to lay eggs wife good strong 
shells. 


The breeders must also have 


vitamin D hi order to produce 
eggs which will hatch well. Two 
years of experiments at Purdue 
University showed that when 
pullets were given access to fee 
outside during fee afternoons of 
the fall and wintert he hatch- 
ability of their eggs was not in- 
creased by the addition of cod li- 
ver oil to the ration. Sunshine; 
seems to provide ample vitamin* 
D during fee fatt and winter 
months. 


Vitamin D is essential for lay- 


ing hens hi order to prevent 
-egg paralysis" and to enable 
fee bens to lay eggs wife good 
shell texture and food hatchabil- 
ity. 
The cheapest means 
by 


which to supply vttamin O is to 
get the hens outside hi the direct 
sunshine.

I>ORTO RICO AND COOLIDGE 


In commenting on a resolution adopted by 


the Porto Rican legislature and a cable sent by 
officers of that body to the effect that Porto Rico 
be made a "treestate," and not a mere "subjected 
colony," President Coolidge pointed out some 
facts that ought not be lost sight of by inhabi- 
tants f the isiand and by the American people 
themselves. In part, the President said: 


"We found the people of Porto Rico poor and 


distressed without-hope for the future, ignorant, 
poverty stricken and diseased, not knowing what 
constituted a Irce and democratic government 
and without the experience of having partici- 
pated in any government. 
We have progressed 


in the relief of poverty and distress, in the eradi- 
cation of disease and have attempted, with some 
success, to inculcate in the inhabitants, the basic 
ideas of a free democratic government. We nave 
now in Porto Rico a government in which the 
participation by Americans from the 
United 


States is indeed small. 


"We have given to the Porto Ricans practic- 


ally every right and privilege which we permitted 
ourselves to exercise. 
We have now progressed 


to the point where discouragement is replaced 
by hope, and while oniy thirty years ago one was 
indeed an optimist to see anything promising in 
Porto Rico, today one is indeed a pessimist who 
can see any reasonable human ambition beyond 
the horizon oi the people. 


"The people of Porto Rico are citizens of the 


United States with all the rights and privileges 
of other citizens of the United States." 


The President added that the Porto Rican 


government exercises a greater degree of sov- 
ereignty over its own internal affairs than does 
the government ol any other state or territory 
and U there is a grave economical situation there 
at this time this must be the result of the exer- 
cise by the people of Porto Rico of an authority 
granted by the present very liberal organic law. 


The words of the President were timely and 


to the point. 
Porto Rico is not a downtrodden 


colony nut an apparently prosperous and cer- 
tainly a self-governing commonwealth. If there 
is any sort oi iinancial crisis there at this time, it 
is not because the natives themselves have been 
the victims of raisgovernment on the part ol the 
United States, but lor the reason that they have 
managed then; affairs unwisely. 
One cannot 


keep tne cake and at the same time eat it. And 
Porto Ricans cannot expect a sound financial 
condition if they uo not legislate wisely on finan- 
cial affairs. 
Certainly tin. poorest way to reme- 


dy the situation is to blame Uncle Sam for sme- 


he had no hand in. 


as some of the professional pessimists would have 
us believe.

Reports from the steel Industry are highly 


encouraging, and it is to be remembered that the 
steel industry has long been regarded as the bar- 
ometer of American business conditions. The 
latest dispatches from the steel centers are to 
the effect that the factories of the Unied States 
Steel Corporation are operating at ninety per 
cent of their full capacity, while the independent 
companies are doing almost as welL And the 
most encouraging sign of all is that the industry 
is showing steady improvement. The outlook is 
said to be encouraging. 
Large steel orders have 


been placed for the building interests and the 
railroads and motor plants are buying steadily, 
too. 


This can only mean that the captains of 


American industry have faith in the immediate 
future. Otherwise they would not be buying so 
confidently, and we are told that their orders are 
bigger than has been the case for several months. 
Tne reports have it that construction contracts 
for the present year have broken all records, and 
it is of course to be remembered that the build- 
ing season has only now commenced. 
Orders 


from the railroads for steel rails are 500,000 tons 
greater than was the case at this time last year 
and the automobile plants are all expecting 
greater business in 1928 than they enjoyed in thi 
year previous. 
Bigger orders of course mean 


steadier 
employment and steady employmen

WASHINGTON—Politiclmns are 
" interested In politics, and the 
people generally seem willing to 
let them take care of it. The (act 
thai politicians are thus left in 
charge of the national welfare 
means that no vital problems are 
to be disposed of unless large or- 
ganized groups persuade the poli- 
ticians that It U politically dan- 
gerous to dodge them. 
It also 


Cleans that no man may be nomi- 
nated and elected president mere 
ly because he is the popular 
choice. 


All this has been especially 


demonstrated in years divisible by 
four and its truth is again evi- 
dent in 1938. Congress, apparent- 
ly afraid to do anything lu the 
face of elections, doesn't. 
And 


those who once believed that the 
primary system would result In 
popular rule must confess again 
that the primaries generally can 
be controlled by politicians, de- 
spite 
some 
notable 
exceptions 


which may justify their existence. 


Take first the pre-conventiun 


Republican campaign. 
It Is the 


best example of the prostitution 
of the primary because the Demo- 
crats are more accustomed to fac- 
tional discord and because their 
leading candidates are In some in- 
stances fighting one another for 
the same delegates. 
The out- 


standing Republican candidates 
lire not to be found fighting each 
other for primary delegate* In o'ne 
of the 17 state* which have the 
presidential primary.

the creek at the Shaup lord, one 
mile and a half southwest of 
Blue Ridge, gave way to the de- 
vastating nood, says the Sheiby- 
ville Democrat. 


Jess Pugh arrived here yester- 


day evening after being on the 
road most of the time since last 
Saturday week. He was water- 
bound in Columbus, O., but was 
in no danger at any time. 


Yesterday was what Easter 


should have been. Hundreds ol 
people were out and took in the 
sights left by the flood. Hun- 
dreds walked out the railroad 
tracks and wagon roads to see 
the ruins while others walked 
up and down the river. 


The county council met today 


in regular session and appro- 
priated a total of almost tnree 
thousand dollars. The county 
commissioners also met

Applegate School Reunion 


Review «f Program Held by Former Students 


In The School Last Fall. 


(Editor's Note: This is a con- 


tinuation of the reunion remin- 
iscences and continues with the 
address given by John A. Tits- 
worth. The first part of his ad- 
dress was published Friday. This 
is the fourth of the series of the 
articles, which wO be concluded 
Monday* 


Garneld used to say that his 


idea of a great university was a 
student on one end of a log, 
and Mark Hopkins on the other. 


This saying, of course, empha- 


sized the idea of the importance 
of the teacher, as compared to 
the 
relative 
importance 
of 


buildings, books, equipment, etc. 


A few years ago, I saw a table 


with a scale of points, as to the 
method of grading a library. If 
I remember, the librarian was 
placed at seventy points, the 
books at twenty-five, and the 
building at only about five. 


My own idea is that in the 


early days, a teacher hi the one 
room district 
school, 
should 


have rated somewhat higher 
than seventy ir cent—perhaps 
ninety-five pe. cent. 


James T. Creekmore, when I 


first knew him, was an elderly 
man, probably somewhere from 
to sixty to seventy yean of age. 
lie wore a beard and mus- 


tache, and walked with a slight 
stoop, and carried A cane. 


Hf lived in Orange, where he 


owned a modest little home, and 
had an invalid wife, to whom he 
was very devoted. 


He walked back and forth 


every day, a* distance of three 
miles each way. 


The teacher and pupils walked 


hi those days, and another idea 
that I have never become con- 
verted to as yet, is that it is any 
better for the health of the pu- 
pils to be hauled across tfite 
township in a closed-vebfcl*. ra- 


distance in the open air. 


Perhaps, I should discard some 


of my old-fashioned ideas, 
re- 


garding modern education. 


This I find very difficult to do. 
When 1 was first reminded of 


this reunion, I began rummag- 
ing around in my library, for 
my old copies of the McGuffey's 
Readers. Failing to find them, I 
happened to mention the fact 
to a friend of mine, who is a 
State Official, and he very kind- 
ly sent over to me an entire new 
set of these readers, which he 
had recently purchased of The 
American Book Company, at 
Cincinnati. 


I have been going through 


them, during the present week, 
and am once again thoroughly 
convinced that no better set of 
readers will ever be planned, 
than this set has been. 


This old teacher was fine hi 


the teaching of spelling, read- 
tag and writing. 


He taught spelling altogether 


by the oral method. He had a 
number of pupils,' who could 
spell almost every word hi the 
book, without «"«f^"g one. 


He spent a great deal of time, 


teaching his pupils how to write 
the Spencerian System, from 
the copy book*. Some of them 
grew to be so expert that their 
copy was almost as good as the 
script at the head of the page. 


He taught concentration 
by 


telling his pupils to put their 
fingers hi their ears to abut out 
the noise. 


I remember we practiced this 


quite a. little, finally bringing 
cotton with us from home, which 
we used to stop our ears wiCh. in 
preference to the fingers. 


Heating and ventilating were 


not at fashionably done as now, 
perhaps. Them was a big heat- 
ing stove ia the center of the 


three feet long. 


The Trustee furnished wood 


and the older pupils were ex- 
pected to carry the wood to. 


Outdoors, before school, at re- 


cess, and at noon, many games 
were indulged in by the pupils, 
with great vigor, among these 
were "Ante over," "Draw Base", 
"fox" 
and 
geese," 
-shto- 


Ky", -town ball", -fox and 
hounds," "drop the 
handker- 


chief", and others. 


Back to the days of the one- 


room district school, life was 
simpler than it is now. The Joys 
and pleasures of life were fewer, 
deeper and simpler. 


Today we are living to a jazz- 


mad age. Characterized by a 
craze for physical motion. 


If you go to a modern pleasure 


resort, the first device you will 
probably see, will be a merry-go- 
round, a device for creating 
physical motion, the next a 
dance hall, another a skating 
rink, next a switchback, and so 
on, all devices for cre;.ting phy- 
sical motion. 


Add to these the 
rutomobile 


and the aeroplane, and pcieile 
are to a consent whirl. 


They are like the little water- 


bug, which starts early to the 
morning, whirling around on the 
placid surface 
of some little 


stream. It whirls to small circles 
for a time, to one direction, and 
then reverses and whirls to the 
other direction,and at night is 
to exactly the same place where 
it started. 


This simply illustrates that all 


motion is not progress, and we 
need to stop and think oursel- 
ves once to a while, as to whet- 
her this terrible craze for.mo- 
tion is getting us anywhere, or 
whether we are simply exhaust- 
tog ourselves, and devitalizing 
our energies, to no good pur- 
pose. 


Before the. World War a Ger- 


man author named 
Wagner 


wrote a book entitled "The Sim- 
ple Life." - 


Long before that, the famous 


English writer. John Buskin, 
wrote a splendid book entitled 
-Bread and Cheese and Kisses." 


The teaching to each of these 


books was to the effect that the 
simplest pleasures and Joys of 
life are the greatest, and best, 
after alL 


This is a lesson we need to 


learn now.
